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Brief Description of the Drawings 

Drawings depict one example of the present device, 
wherein Fig.l is a partially cut-away side view. Fig. 2 is 
a front elevation, and Fig. 3 is a front elevation of a 
product. 

One example of the present device is explained with 
reference to the drawings. Reference numeral A denotes a 
tubular member including a high pressure rubber tube 1 and 
a double tubular joint metal fitting 2. 3 denotes a fixed 
plate of the present device, with the waist part thereof 
being fitted to a bracket 4 by a nut 5 . An insertion 
window 6 for the tubular member A is provided at the center 
of the upper face of the fixed plate 3, and a rotating ring 
8 having arms 7 is fitted loosely to the outer 
circumference of the fixed plate 3. Several adjustable cam 
pieces 9 are arranged with an equal interval on the inner 
circumference of the rotating ring 8. The arm 7 is 
connected to a pedal with flywheel below thereof via a 
connecting punch. Reference numerals 10 and 11 
respectively denote a pivot and a regulation screw of the 
cam piece 9. 12 denotes a moving barrel fitted movably and 
loosely in several radial grooves on the fixed plate 3 . 
The moving barrel 12 is backwardly supported by a contact 
spring 13, with the rear end of each barrel 12 being 
brought into contact with the cam piece 9 on the inner 



circumference of the rotating ring 8 with resilience via a 
roller 14, and the front end being able to be attached to 
or detached from the tubular member A in the insertion 
window 6, via a replaceable claw 15. A marking body 17 for 
marking a trademark, company name, production number, and 
the like 16 on the tubular joint metal fitting 2 is 
detachably attached inside of the claw 15, so that the 
trademark and the like 16 are marked on the tubular 
connecting fitting 2 by the marking body 17, simultaneously 
at the time of securing the tubular member A. Reference 
numeral 18 is a recessed stopper supported by an in and out 
adjustable supporting punch 19 via a contact spring 20, 
positioned opposite to the insertion window 6 toward this 
side, and used for limiting the insertion depth of the 
tubular member A and as a stopper. The contact spring 20 
is for handling the some elongation of the tubular member 
occurred during the securing operation. 

Securing and marking operations for the tubular member 
by the device according to this example are explained. 
When the rotating ring 8 is rotated together with the arm 7 
and the cam pieces 9 are away from the rollers 14 of the 
moving barrels 12, the moving barrels 12 retreat due to the 
resilience of the contact spring 13, to open the insertion 
window 6. The tubular member A is inserted into the 
insertion window 6, and the end thereof is engaged with the 
recessed stopper 18, so that the claw 17 faces the. secured 
part of the tubular member- A. 

In this state, when the rotating ring 8 is rotated by 
pedaling or the like, the respective cam pieces 9 act on 
the moving barrels 12 against the resilience of the contact 
spring 13. The moving barrels 12 then advance together 
with the claw 15, to secure the tubular member A at the 
center, and at the same time, the trademark, company name, 



production number,, and the like B .are marked on the tubular 
joint metal fitting 2 by the marking body 17 fitted to the 
claw 15. Further, when the cam pieces 9 come off the 
roller 14 at the rear end of the moving barrels 12 due to 
5 the rotation, the moving barrels 12 retreat together with 
the claw 15 and the marking body 17 due to the resilience 
of the contact spring 13, to open the insertion window 6. 
As a result, securing and engagement of the marked tubular 
member A are released, so that the secured and marked 
10 product can be taken out from the insertion window 6. 
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
